Lloyd George Speaks on 
Reparations 
In Chicago 
Address. 
Chicago, 
Oct. 
18.— David 
Lloyd 
George sp ok e on rep arations in his 
address at the International amp hi­ 
theater here. 
The former p remier, who had been 
confined to hits hotel, recovering from 
a cold, was refreshed by his long 
rest. 
An audience of 12,000 jammed 
the hall. 
Launching into his sp eech the for­ 
mer p remier declared that Europ e is 
suffering from exhaustion and that 
the most serious disturbance now is 
the question of rep arations. 
“Europ e 
is 
lik e 
a 
ragged 
man, 
standing 
in front of a p late-glass window of a 
well stock ed store,” he said. 
Lloyd George announced that Bri­ 
tain is p ressinar for n reasonable 
tlement with Germany, had no ‘sp e­ 
cial interest in being tenuer to Ger­ 
many,” but because to follow harsh 
methods and demand more than Ger­ 
many is able to p ay “is the worst 
way of attaining that end.” 
Lioyd George’s address was based 
on the theme that

from Germany there should be an ex­ 
amination by a commission of ex­ 
p erts to determine Germany’s ability 
to p ay.

and placed in the center of the world, 
so that when the time came to publish 
the true religion all lands could be 
reached. 
Palestine was central and 
isolated, yet accessible, for when the 
time came for the apostles to go from 
Palestine by the Mediterranean sea to 
the lands round about it, and from 
there to other lands, their way was 
open.”
